New Drug Potent Weapon Against Ulcers 


The tensions and pace of mod- 
ern living have created serious 
public health problems. Among 
the most important of these is 
the ubiquitous stomach ulcer. 

Estimates of the number of 
Americans suffering from ulcers 
range from 8,000,000 up to 12,- 
000,000. In fact, as well as in fic- 
tion, too often the mark of a suc- 
cesstul man is an ulcer. The but- 
cher, the baker or the candlestick 
maker are just as likely to suffer 
from ulcer as the businessman. 

Many drugs have been tried in 
an effort to halt the ravages, of 
the disease. 

But in a’ continuing study at 
the University of Chicago’s famed 
Billings Hospital, 16 of the newer 
ulcer drugs were carefully checked 
and tested in human patients and 
one was described as an impor- 
tant new weapon in halting ulcers. 

Drs. Joseph B. Kirsner and 
Walter L. Palmer reported in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association that a drug called 
Pamine was the most potent and
